PORT. AND GAY MEN ARE AT THE FOREFRONT OF THE BATTLE.

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n June 26, the West Village was 
triumphant. With the same-sex 
marriage bill narrowly passing 
the Senate just days before, the 2011 Pride 
March had turned into a victory celebration, and 
~ the bulk of the procession was a show of gratitude 
to a politician who had kept his promise. The usual 
aa protest banners had transformed, the rallying civil rights 
/= slogans of previous years replaced with wedding an- 

” nouncements from overjoyed couples. For one day, most 
the city’s LGBT community happily forgot that there was 
anything left to fight for, and we basked in the rare comfort 
of a mission accomplished. EE 
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ut from Carl Schutt’s spot in the 
parade, things looked a lot like 
they always had. As he turned 
the corner onto West Eighth 
Street for what was his fourth 
year marching, the crowd that 
faced him was the same mix of 
tourists and New York natives 
holding their hands out for 
beads; up ahead were the usual 
groups of go-go boys whose 
bubble butts were hardly con- 
tained by their tiny briefs; and 
beside him, the members of his 
group still walked with their 
protest signs held high, reading 
“His Body, His Choice,’ “Take the whole baby home,’ and, in 
Schutt’s own hands, “Circumcision ruined the handjob.’ 
Though he, too, felt the distinct joy that made this march dif- 
ferent than those of years past, Schutt also knew that another 
fight had yet to be won. 

Intactivism—or, for the uninitiated, the protest move- 
ment seeking to end male infant circumcision—has been 
steadily gaining ground across the United States. The move- 
ment already has a significant network of outspoken voices, 
among them out actor Alan Cumming, who has been working 
with nonprofit group Intact America to raise awareness for 
what he refers to as a“cruel and pandemic” practice. Actor and 
television personality Mario Lopez also publicly condemned 
circumcision on The Howard Stern Show this past February. 

Yet much of intactivism’s progress has been a result of its 
grassroots campaigning. Last year in San Francisco, intactivist 
groups collected over 12,000 signatures for the Male Genital 
Mutilation Bill—an effort to ban the practice citywide—and a 
similar measure made it to the state level in Massachusetts in 
2009. (Both were ultimately defeated.) Intactivists have also 
been garnering support by taking to the streets in Pride 
marches across the nation. When intactivism made its New 
York debut several years ago, Schutt was happy to lend his 
voice to the cause. 

Growing up, Schutt hadn't given much thought to his cir- 
cumcision. Like most of the boys his age, he was more con- 
cerned with the size of the thing, and circumcision was just a 
routine procedure that he was thankful to have no memory of. 
It wasn’t until Schutt went to study abroad in Italy that he first 
began to have questions. “We were at the Accademia [Gallery], 
and we were looking at the statue of David,’ Schutt recalls.“My 
teacher was telling us how David was an interpretation of 
man’s perfection, and, of course, David had a foreskin.’ Schutt 
admits that it was a bit of a blow to his self-esteem. “| always 
thought | was kind of perfect in ways,’ he jokes. 

Curious, Schutt emailed his parents that night to ask why 
they chose to have him circumcised, but the response he got 
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Mario Lopez 


wasn't the reassurance he was hoping for. His father was dis- 
missive, telling him that all men were circumcised and that he 
should just “get over it.’ By this point, though, Schutt was look- 
ing for some definitive answers. “From there, | started looking 
into it” he explains. “| watched videos and read reports.’ 

Most of what Schutt found quickly turned him against the 
practice—cases of painful complications that resulted from 
botched procedures, information about the biological func- 
tions of the foreskin and the thousands of sensitive nerve end- : 
ings that are removed during circumcision. He realized that his 
parents had put him at risk by allowing him to get circumcised, 
and his sexual experience had been forever changed without 
his permission. “I had a lot of anger, he says of this time. 

Schutt decided to drive the point home with a book. 
Shortly after graduating college, he wrote and illustrated / 
Want My Foreskin for Giftmas, a rhyming children’s book about 
a circumcised young boy who asks Santa for his foreskin back. / 
That Christmas, Schutt enlisted the help of his sister, and the : 
two sang the story for his parents. He remained a vocal oppo- 
nent of circumcision after he moved to New York, and when 
intactivist groups first began to organize a contingent in the 
city’s Pride march, Schutt was personally invited to join. | 

Even though the movement rallies around an enthusias- 
tic demand for uncut cocks, one can't help but notice that in- 
tactivism isn’t all that gay. In fact, a large number of the 
marchers who participate are straight parents in the natural 
childbirth movement. So why has intactivism associated itself 
so closely with LGBT Pride? 

New York-based blogger the Barefoot Intactivist offers one 
explanation. “[Both contingents are] about freedom, particu- 
larly freedom from sexual oppression,” he says. Unlike Schutt, 
the Barefoot Intactivist is straight (he doesn't give his full name

for professional reasons) and maintains a website and Facebook 
page that serve as an intactivist forum. “If you're having part of 
your genitals cut off against your will, then you don't really have 
sexual freedom,’ he continues. “I think that’s something that 
people in the gay rights movement can relate to.” 

Though it was already a religious tradition among Jews 
and Muslims, circumcision was first introduced to the greater 
American public in the 1800s as a way to prevent masturba- 
tion, which—much like homosexuality—was thought sinful 
and unhealthy. Dr. John Harvey Kellogg (yes, like the cereal) en-

dorsed the procedure as a punishment for boys caught mas- 
turbating, claiming that the pain and emotional trauma after- 
ward would be enough to stop any young man from ever 
playing with himself again. Other doctors believed that re- 
moving the extra skin would simply make masturbation too 
difficult and uncomfortable. 

By the time attitudes about self-pleasure eased up—and 
doctors realized that almost nothing can stop an adolescent 
boy from masturbating—circumcisien was already being 
touted by the medical community for other reasons. Numer- 
ous studies have linked circumcision to a decreased risk of in- 
fection and disease, including syphilis, penile cancer, and most 
prominently, HIV. 

But even in the medical community there has been dis- 
agreement. The American Cancer Society has discouraged cir- 
cumcision as a prevention for penile cancer. Similarly, in 1999 
the American Academy of Pediatrics ended their long-held 
neutral position by claiming that the data on possible medical 
benefits were “not sufficient to recommend routine [infant] cir- 
cumcision.’ Yet, as of now, health and hygiene are still the most 
commonly cited reasons for continuing the practice. 

Intactivists remain skeptical. “Even if all those studies are 
true...you could say that about almost any amputative sur- 
gery,’ argues Matthew Hess, author of the Male Genital Muti- 
lation Bill and the anti-circumcision web comic Foreskin Man. 
“Any time you cut off a body part, that body part is no longer 
susceptible to disease. Should we amputate one breast from 
every [woman] so we achieve 50% decrease in breast cancer?” 

The comparison may sound a little extreme; living in a so- 
ciety that has spent generations getting used to the practice, 
many Americans would claim circumcision is much less severe. 
But intactivists argue that it’s really a matter of perspective, 
and conceptually, Schutt believes it’s very much the same. 
“You're still cutting off a healthy part of an infant's body for ab- 
solutely no reason against their will)’ he says. Schutt also places 
the blame on an unwillingness to admit a mistake. “Realisti- 
cally, these men [who support circumcision] have all been cir- 
cumcised,’ he says. “And if they are to admit that there is 
something wrong with circumcision, that forces them to admit 
that there may be something wrong with themselves.” 

The Barefoot Intactivist agrees. “People get very defen- 
sive,’ he says, but he feels the reason most people haven't 
questioned circumcision boils down to a lack of open discus- 
sion of the subject. “You can't just talk about your penis in com- 
mon conversation with people.’ he explains. “And that's really 
what keeps circumcision going: fear of talking about sexual- 
ity’ 

It seems that intactivism is a sexual revolution for the 21st 
century. It challenges the majority to reexamine their ideas of 
sexuality, to question what has long been the accepted norm. 
And, ultimately, the movement seeks to allow people the free- 
dom to determine their own sexual experience.

We find XL partner John Blair in a 
back room and sit down to talk about the 
club.

Ted Arenas, who'll help man- 
age the club, and developer lan Reisner are 
in the next room discussing something, and 
two of Sutter's dogs bound in to greet me. 

“Jan and | were out late one night 
and lan said that they had the building,” 
Sutter explains of XL’s inception. “It took me 
a while to convince John [Blair] to come and 
see it. We thought, ‘Oh, 42nd Street, next to 


a police precinct,” Sutter laughs. But despite 
their initial hesitations, the space turned out 
to be just what they wanted. “We'd actually 
been looking for spaces for awhile, and we'd 
just about given up because of the commu- 
nity boards,” Blair says. “You know, to get a 
liquor and cabaret license-——[one] hadn't 
been issued in years.” What they thought 
would initially be a problem—the boys in 
blue right next door—turned out to be a 
blessing in disquise: they had almost no 


trouble getting liquor and cabaret licenses. 
After the original XU’s closing in 2006, 
the pair knew that if they were ever going to 
resurrect their nightlife baby, they’d have to 
do something new. “John and | didn’t want 
to do the same thing,” Sutter recalls. “We 
didn’t want to take on a project that would 
be just another bar or just another night- 
club.” And that’s not what they plan to do. 
They've installed a full lighting sys- 
tem on the club’s vast stage, and will be able 
to modify the setup so that shows can be 
staged in different ways, They emphasize 
the importance of the cabaret several times, 
and | can tell Sutter is genuinely excited 
about that aspect of the club.

e oft-told story of the Tuskegee Air-
